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REMARKS 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed March 24, 2006, the Examiner has 
restricted the claims to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. §121 : 

I. Claims 1, 5-1 1, 26 and 30-37, drawn to compositions comprising cyclic 
peptides of formula I, classified in class 514, subclass 9. 

II. Claims 2, 4-1 1 , 27 and 29-37, drawn to compositions comprising cyclic 
peptides of formula II, classified in class 514, subclass 9. 

III. Claims 3, 4, 7-1 1, 28, 29 and 32-37, drawn to compositions comprising cyclic 
peptides of formula III, classified in class 514, subclass 9. 

IV. Claims 12 and 38, drawn to compositions comprising cyclic peptides 
comprising SEQ ID NOs: 1-3, or combinations thereof, classified in class 514, 
subclass 9. 

V. Claims 13 and 17-24, drawn to methods of treating or preventing a skin 
irritation comprising administering a compound of formula I, classified in 
class 514, subclass 9. 

VI. Claims 14 and 16-24, drawn to methods of treating or preventing a skin 
irritation comprising administering a compound of formula II, classified in 
class 514, subclass 9. 

VII. Claims 1 5 , 1 6 and 1 9-24, drawn to methods of treating or preventing a skin 
irritation comprising administering a compound of formula III, classified in 
class 514, subclass . 

VIII. Claim 25, drawn to a method of treating or preventing a skin irritation 
comprising administering a compound comprising one of SEQ ID NO: 1-3, 
classified in class 514, subclass 9. 
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Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, Group V (claims 13, 17-24). The 
Restriction Requirement is traversed on the basis that Restriction Requirements are 
optional in all cases (M.P.E.P. § 803). If the search and examination of an entire 
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application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine the 
application on the merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent 
inventions. M.P.E.P. § 803. Here each of the groups of claims is classified not only in 
class 514, but also in subclass 9. Accordingly, Applicant submits that a search of all 
groups would not be so burdensome as the Examiner alleges. 

Applicant further traverses the need for a species election and requests 
reconsideration thereof. In particular, Applicants are entitled to examination of a 
reasonable number of species, and that election of species is for the convenience of the 
Examiner in initiating the search. Here, peptide SEQ ID NO:l (CTKSIPPIC) is 
contained within peptide SEQ ID NO: 2 (GRCTKSIPP1CFPD). Therefore, a search of 
the SEQ ID NO:2 peptide would not be significantly more burdensome than a search for 
just elected peptide SEQ ID NO:l. Applicants therefore request that the Examiner 
reconsider the species election and search at least peptide SEQ ID NO:l and SEQ ID 
NO:2. 

If the Examiner does not withdraw or modify the Requirement for Restriction, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner consider the unelected claims and 
species after allowance of a generic claim relating to the elected claims. Applicant 
further reserves the right to reintroduce the unelected claims (and/or species) in one or 
more divisional or continuation applications at a later date. 
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CONCLUSION
